Puerperal  Fever. —  1,  viz.  ; — Female,  27  years. 

Diarrhoea. — 2,  viz.  : — Male  infants,  5  months  and  21  days. 

An  average  rate  of  '98  per  1000  of  population. 

Cancer  Mortality. — 6  deaths  (5  females — aged  59,  65,  74,  75,  and  80  years, 
and  1  male — aged  80  years).  A  rate  of  mortality  of  ’98  per  1000  of 
()opu!ation. 

Phthisical  Mortality. — 8  deaths  (4  males — aged  37,  38,  42,  and  64  years  ; 
and  4  females — aged  13,  19,  27,  and  34  years.  A  rate  of  F31  per  1000  of 
population.  A  visitor  who  came  here  sutTering  with  this  disease  is  included. 
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Respiratory  Mortality. — Deaths  from  these  diseases  have  been  more  numerous, 
K)  bein^  infants  below  one  year.  There  were  21  deatlis  at  all  ages,  giving  a 
deathrate  of  3'34  per  1000  of  population.  The  ages  above  one  year  were  : — 
2,  3,  8,  3G,  37,  4G,  4G,  55,  G2,  and  79  years. 

Infant  Mortality  .  —  3G  deaths :  deathrate  5  90  per  1000  of  population,  or  at 
the  rate  of  18G  deaths  to  1000  births.  This  is  a  high  rate,  but  chiefly 
increased  by  the  deaths  from  Hronchitis  in  the  months  of  February,  March, 
and  April.  These  infants  were  generally  delicate,  many  of  them  suffering 
from  malnutrition,  and  want  of  care  in  feeding.

4' wo  were  in  February  and  the  ages  9  years,  and  3  months,  and  one  in 
November,  aged  G2  years. 


EPIDEMICS. 

No  E|)idemic  sickness  occurred  during  the  year.  The  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  which 
were  somewhat  frequent  last  year,  were  continued  on  into  this  ;  6  cases  were 
notified  in  January,  3  in  Fehruarv,  and  I  in  March.  They  were  all  mild 
and  recovered. 

Diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  occurred  as  isolated  cases.  2  cases  were  in 
March.  In  no  other  month  did  more  than  one  case  present  itself. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year  mild  cases  of  Influenza  were  fairly  frequent. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  DISEASE. 

49  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  making  a  rate  of  8’04  per  1000  of 
population . 

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  only  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  and 
followed  those  of  last  year. 

Di[)htheria  is  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  deaths  likewise  number  the  same, 
'j'hese  cases  did  not  occur  in  any  particular  locality,  and  there  was  no  evidence 
of  their  being  communicated  from  one  to  another. 

Continued  and  Typhoid  Fevers  are  less,  and  all  cases  recovered. 

Erysipelas  was  notified  in  every  month  except  October  and  December,  and  was  not 
limited  to  any  locality.

Many  {)eo|»le  still  overlook  the  importance  of  goo;)  sanitary  siii  romidiiigs,  and  in 
some  cases  are  only  made  aware  of  its  benefit  when  sickness  occurs.

THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  TOWN. 

This  shows  steady  improvement,  due  to  the  extension  of  the  sewage  scheme,  and 
to  the  methodical  and  regular  collecting  of  refuse.  During  dry  weather  I  still 
have  complaints  of  refuse  being  thrown  into  the  Stennack  stream,  and  during 
liot  weather  this  is  frequently  a  nuisance  and  a  danger.  The  refuse  yard  in  the 
Stennack  has  been  frequently  complained  of  during  the  summer.  I  would 
recommend  that  this  be  not  used  at  all  during  tlie  summer  months.  If  the 
refuse  had  been  removed  on  the  day  following  its  collection,  as  was  promised, 
these  complaints  would  not  have  been  made.  A  great  improvement  is 
inainfest  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town,  resulting  from  the  increased  faciliiies 
for  refuse  collecting,  by  which  twice  as  much  work  is  done. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.— These  are  generally  well  attended  to, 
and  the  energy  of  the  Inspector  is  apparent  very  frequently. 

Slaughter  Houses. — Their  condition  is  hiirly  satisfactory.  T  am  pleased  the 
Municipal  Authority  has  decided  to  have  new  slaughter  houses.  The 
present  buildings  being  in  the  town,  cannot  but  be  sometimes  objectionable, 
from  alarmed  cattle  being  driven  through  the  town  ;  and  not  being  built  for 
this  purpose,  are  with  difficulty  kept  in  order. 


SPECIAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

d'he  main  drains  have  been  extended  in  the  Stennack  to  Sandow’s  and  Pearce’s 
banes.  They  have  also  been  extended  in  Chapel  Street,  Street-an-garrow, 
and  the  Meadow.  Burrow  Hoad  and  Buid\er’s  Hill  should  next  be  drained, 
'file  two  ventilating  columns  reqnii-etl  in  the  Belyars  and  the  Stennack  have 
been  erected.  ^\hlter  closet  accommodation  has  been  extended  in  51 
existing  hunses.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  year  has  not  been  on’  the  whole  unfavourable.  The  birth-rate  is  a  very  good 
average,  but  none  too  good  considering  the  leakage  through  infant  mortality, 
d  he  death-rate  is  higher  than  hist  year  and  somewhat  above  the  average  year. 
Apart  from  many  of  the  infant  deaths,  the  increase  is  not  from  what  are  con¬ 
sidered  preventible  diseases,  in  looking  at  the  paragraphs  of  mortality  on 
jiages  4  and  5,  we  notice  that  Zymotic  mortality  is  lower  than  last  year. 
Next  we  notice  Cancer  mortality  is  higher,  but  the  ages  are  well  advanced, 
t\\o  being  80  years,  two  well  over  70,  and  the  youngest  59  years.  An  increase 
has  occurred  in  Phthisical  mortality.  This  death-rate  is  to  a  certain  extent 
influenced  by  the  Influenza  sickness.  The  Reispiratory  death-rate  shows  a 
large  increase,  and  with  infants  especially.  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  this 


-cause  of  death  was  in  many  cases  due,  or  in  part  cau«ed  by  Influenza, 
altliongh  the  evidence  may  not  have  been  sufficient  to  certify  this  as  the 
cause  of  death.
